| be inducted and before age 26, he 


would probably be the oldest man 
available in his local board and, 
if qualified, would be the first to 
be called. 

‘Because of the need for man- 
~ower in the Armed Forces, about 
% out of tem men who became 26 
în 1862 had entered service volun- 
‘arily or by induction. Those who 
had not were almost all disquali 
fied men. A few were those who 
were continuously deferreg or 
exempt through age 26. 

Government manpower experts 
estimate that well over half of all 
men who reach age 26 through 
the next 4 years will be required 
to enter service to maintain active 
and reserve strengths. Disqualifi- 
sation and deferment and exemp- 
tion will account for the remaind- 


Virtually no qualified and avail- 
able man can expect to reach age 
26 without entering service over 
the next 4 years.

Pull shades on kitchen cabinet 
doors.

Farmers were reminded today 
that payments for diversion and 
the special price support payments 
depend on not grazing acreage 
diverted under the feed grain 
program from May 1 to November 
1, 1963. 

John W. Haynes, Office Manag- 
er of the Hancock Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
County Office, said today that the 
acreage so affected is the acreage 
designated for diversion by the 
program participant at the time 
a check is made of compliance.
